As of midweek there were at least six persons who have signified a desire 
to accept the position, either through letters or personal contact with 
selectmen or school committee members. 

One person, Dr. Pasquale F. Marino, a candidate for the school committee 
last March, noted that his name had been filed by another resident of the 
community and that while he would accept the appointment he did not ac- 
tively initiate the candidacy. 

The other applicants are reported to by Arthur Ahearn, and Mrs. Ethel 
Howard, who also sought a position on the school committee at the town 
election in March.

Reaching Accord Between 
Progress And Preservation 


“It was a time when people 
cared about each other and the 
community. That’s what made 
Lawrence great in the old days. 
We should concern ourselves 
more now with reviving that 
spirit than worrying about the 
preservation of historic 
buildings.” 

These were some of the sen- 
timents expressed by four long- 
time Lawrence residents who 
were recently interviewed for 
the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum project, ‘‘What Should 
We Save? Greater Lawrence 
After the Bicentennial.’’ Dr. 
Donald X. Burt, dean of 
humanities and vice president of 
academic affairs at Merrimack 
College, and historian Dr. Peter 
A. Ford conducted the interviews 
to help determine the public 
mood toward preservation of the 
canal and historic buildings in 
Lawrence’s North Canal district. 

‘Resident reaction is one fac- 
tor in developing a humanistic 
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approach toward the question,”’ 
said Burt. ‘‘We’ll also have input 
from urban planners, historians, 
businessmen and public officials. 
Our goal is to reach an accord 
between progress and preserva- 
tion so that needs of both present 
and future generations are met.”’ 

Burt interviewed a former 
weaver in the mills and a former 
resident of South Lawrence, both 
over 70 years, and two former 
mill middle - management per- 
sonnel, both in their 50’s. 

“TI kept hearing certain com- 
mon themes reoccur,”’ said Burt. 
‘‘The men reminisced about days 
when neighbors were friends, 
when a whole community took 
the trolley to Canobie Lake for a 
Sunday outing. They spoke of a 
time when absenteeism was rare 
because men and women took 
pride in their work and their 
community.”’ 

The four men, whose combined 
experience spans most of the 
first half of the century, saw lit- 
tle reason to preserve mill 
buildings and the canal strictly 
for historic purposes. 

‘“‘They pointed out that the mill 
buildings were extremely well- 
built, sound structures that could 
be converted into businesses or 
industry that in turn would 
stimulate economic growth in the 
area,”’ added Burt. ‘‘Possibilities 


included a restaurant overlook- 


ing the canal and a multi-story 
shopping mall.”’ 
According to Burt, the canal 
produced a mixed response. 
‘‘Some envisioned the develop- 
ment of an esplanade along the 
canal, turning it into a park-like 
area much like that in which 
residents use to promenade dur- 
ing the latter half of the 19th cen- 
tury,’’ Burt noted. ‘‘Others felt 
there was a desperate need for 
parking space and urged that 
segments of the canal be 
developed into parking areas.”’ 
Some stressed that one historic 
landmark - - the Ayer Mill clock 
tower - - should be saved. 
‘Arguments on preservation 
have little impact on ordinary 
citizens,’’ said Burt. ‘‘They’re 
concerned about keeping their 
community alive and well today - 
- because basically that’s what 
ensures the prosperity of 
residents. Why preserve a 
building for future generations if

However, Burt noted, a person 
does have need for roots. Belong- 
ing to a community with a noble 
tradition creates a self esteem 
and a sense of self identity. 

Burt’s findings will be incor- 
porated into a slide-tape presen- 
tation by Ford on the history of 
the North Canal area, to be held 
at 8p.m., Oct. 21 at the Lawrence 
Public Library, followed Oct. 28 
by a public forum to arrive at a 
consensus on the issue of preser- 
vation. An exhibit on North Canal 
history will be held throughout 
October at the Massachusetts 
Electric Co. on Essex St., 
Lawrence. 

Burt, along with Dr. Edward 
G. Roddy, Jr., will also interview 
residents of Andover’s 
Shawsheen Village, a second 
study area for the Textile 
Museum project. A talk on the 
one-time mill corporate com- 
munity will be given by Roddy at 
8 p.m., Sept. 23 at Andover’s 
West School, followed by a public 
forum Sept. 30 at West School. An 
historic exhibit on Shawsheen 
will open Sept. 15 at Andover 
Savings Bank, Andover.

Are you aware that Lafayette 
drank grog in Andover’s Rose 
Cottage en route to Concord; or 
that students constructed coffins 
in Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
home; or that the song 
‘‘America’’ was composed in An- 


, dover? 


Many of Andover’s old houses 
and sites hold a wealth of 
historical data and colorful anec- 
dotes. 

In order to inform citizens of 
their history the Andover 
Bicentennial Commission is 
sponsoring a historical bus tour 
of Andover each Sunday after- 
noon in October 5, 12, 19 and 26. 

The tour will originate at the 
Andover Historical Society, 97 
Main Street at 2 p.m. In order to 
make bus reservations the com- 
mittee requests tickets be 
purchased in advance. Tickets 
are $1.25, available at Thomp- 
sons, 77 Main Street, and Liggett 
Rexal Drugstore at the 
Shawsheen Plaza. 

The Information Booth at Elm 
Square, manned by members of 
the Shawsheen Women’s Club, 
will be open from 10-1 on Satur- 
day and Sunday, Sept. 20 and 21 
and Sept. 27 and 28 for the 
purchase of tickets also.

Among the stops along the tour 
will be the Rose Cottage, at 
Chestnut and Central streets. 
The historical landmark is 
described in this article, one of a 
series written by Kay Noyes for 
the TOWNSMAN several years 
ago. 

The charming, informal cot- 
tage located at the corner of 
Chestnut and Central streets, 
known as the ‘‘Rose Cottage,” 
and also referred to as the 
‘Kneeland - Marland house,”’ has 
in years past played an in- 
teresting part in the history of 
Andover. 

It was originally built in 1784 by 
Abner Abbot, a blacksmith, 
whose shop stood next to the 
house under a massive chestnut 
tree - - recalling to mind the 
village smith immortalized by 
Longfellow in his famous poem. 


It was from this large chestnut 
tree that the street eventually 
received its name. It had 
previously been called Kneeland 
Lane for Squire John Kneeland, 
who was a distinguished lawyer 
and merchant of the town as well 
as a member of the 
Constitutional Congress in 1820 
and a member of the 
Massachusetts House for a 
number of years. 

This same John Kneeland 
became the owner of the Rose 
Cottage in 1796 and it was 
through his efforts, as a promi- 
nent citizen, that General 
Lafayette became a guest at the 
cottage. The General was in this 
section for the laying of the cor- 
nerstone of the Bunkerhill Monu- 
ment on June 17, 1825, at which 
Daniel Webster was the speaker 
and Lafayette the distinguished 
guest. 

Met By Cavalry 

Enroute to Concord, the 
famous general was met at the 
Andover - Reading line by a com- 
pany of cavalry and escorted to 
the Mansion house, one of the 
more elaborate houses of the day 
and at that time a fine tavern. 
After an address to the students 
at Andover Theological 
seminary, where Phillips 


Academy is now, he was greeted 
by Squire Kneeland in behalf of 
the citizens of the town and 
graciously entertained at the 
Mansion house. The procession 
then continued on to the Rose cot- 
tage, where the general spoke to 
the citizens from the steps of the 
house. 

It is also believed that he en- 
joyed a hot toddy in the west 
parlor, before resuming his 
journey to Concord. 

From 1837, the Rose Cottage 
for a number of years served as a 
rectory for the Rev. Samuel 
Fuller, a minister of Christ 
Church. 

Marland Home 

Martha Marland Punchard 
came into possession of the house 
in 1852, although she never oc- 
cupied it. 

Martha Marland’s family was 
the founder of the Marland mills 
and it is from her family that 
Marland village received its 
name. During the Marland 
ownership, it is believed that 
William Marland, brother of 
Martha, and his wife made the 
cottage their home until their 
death. His name can still be 
plainly read where it was 
scratched into several of the 
original glass windowpanes. 

Alterations Begun 

Abram Marland and his wife 
were the next of the Marlands to 
occupy the house and although 
Mrs. Marland did not care for her 
new home, it was under her 
direction that a few modern 
alterations were made. The large

latticed window on the Central 
Street side, which does not 
appear in this picture of the 
original house, was of her doing. 
In 1906, Mrs. Marland, still not 
satisfied with the house, made it 
into a tea room called the ‘‘Rose 
Cottage Tea Room”’ - - a name 
which the cottage has still retain- 
ed. 
Donated Land 

’ Abram Marland was the donor 
of the parcel of land for the old 
Christ Church and the site of the 
present rectory and cemetery. 


Remained Authentic 

On New Years day, 1920, 
James and Mary Ellen Anderson 
moved into the cottage as its new 
owners. Mrs. Anderson, a lover 
of antiques, had an antique shop 
in the house and other than ad- 
ding modern heating, the house 
va kept as authentic as possi- 
ble. 

Ships Stairway 
The stairway of the Rose Cot- 


tage is unique. It is called a 
ship’s stairway and is still one of 
the outstanding features of the 
house, along with fireplaces in 
every room, H and L hinges, iron 
latches, beams, batten doors, 
wide floor boards, small-paned 
windows, much of its original 
glass and the original panelling in 
the west parlor. In the kitchen, 
the hooks from which hams and 
other meats were hung to be 
cured could still be seen in the 
ceiling. Except for a few modern 
conveniences, the large diamond 
paned window and a porch on the 
north side, the house in 1946 was 
just as it was when it was built. 
Restored In 1949 

In 1949, the heirs of Mary E. 
Anderson sold the house to 
Louise Coffin who, with her 
mother, Mrs. Fletcher Coffin, 
have restored the house to its an- 
tique authenticity making 
modern changes only when need- 
ed to preserve the architectural 
structure of the house. 


The Rose cottage was a 
favorite landmark for artists who 
strove to capture its antique 
charm on canvas, one of which 
can be seen on display at the An- 
dover Historical Society.

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Yom Kippur Services At Temple 


The Festival of Yom Kippur, 
the Day of Atonement, ordained 
in the Bible in the 23rd Chapter in 
the Book of Exodus, is the one 
most important day of the entire 
year on the Jewish Calendar. The 
word, ‘‘Kippur’’ comes from the 
root letters - to scour or to 
cleanse, thoroughly indicating 
therein the need for people in 
their search for atonement to 
begin with repentance. It is not 
the day which begins atonement, 
it is the individual’s desire to 
cleanse himself from all im- 
perfections that make atonement 
possible. 

Yom Kippur is a fast day 
stretching over a 24 hour period 
during which time the individual 
Jew refrains from eating and 
drinking, and preoccupies his 
waking hours in prayer and 
meditation. It is a custom among 
some Jewish people to dress in 


white on this day indicating 
through this ritual that true 
repentance will result in wiping 
away all previous guilt. 

In addition to these customs, it 
is also imperative that people 
think of others at this time of 
year and the giving of charity has 
always been very important in 
the rite of Yom Kippur, sharing 
with all those in need, the 
blessings which granted to some 
become an important part of the 
fulfillment of the commitment to 
observe Yom Kippur Day.

YMCA produced a total atten- 
dance of 15,807 in its recently 
concluded Summer Term swim- 
ming program. For the first time 
the new six-lane indoor swim- 
ming pool counts contributed to 
YMCA summer swimming 
statistics, being added to the 
figures from the YMCA Private 
Backyard Pool program. 104 
different aquatic instruction 
courses were conducted with 
énrollment in these courses total- 
ing 1,048. 

The question of whether the 
Private Pool program met a 
need, with the new pool in opera- 
tion, was answered emphatically 
when almost twice as many 
swimming instruction enrollees 
elected to attend classes in their 
neighborhood backyard pools as 
in the new YMCA pool.

Apple 
Harvest 
Underway 


The apple harvest is underway 
in the Bay State and it may be the 
biggest crop of the century, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 

Retail prices for early McIn- 
tosh apples as low as 20 cents a 
pound reflect the abundant supp- 
ly, and prices are about 15 cents a 
pound at some 25 ‘’pick - your - 
own apple orchards’ throughout 
the state. 

A list of these orchards is 


available by sending a stamped, 
self-addressed business size 
envelope to Massachusetts 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture, 100 Cambridge St., 
Boston, Mass. 02202. 

The estimated Bay State crop 
for this ‘‘year of the apple”’ 1s 
some 3,000,000 bushels (or about 
126 million pounds). About 75 per 
cent of the local apples are MclIn- 
tosh, and some 75 per cent of the 
national supply of this popular 
apple variety is produced in New 
England and New York. Other 
locally grown varieties include 
Red and Yellow Delicious, 
Cortland, Rome Beauty and 
Gravenstein. 

Massachusetts grows more 
apples than any other New 


England state and about one-

While McIntosh and Red 
Delicious are best for eating 
fresh, good cooking varieties are 
Cortland, Rome Beauth and also 
Gravenstein, an early apple that 
is usually green, plentiful now, 
and especially good for pies and 
applesauce. 

Apples will keep best when 
refrigerated, and may be stored 
in a plastic bag with small holes 
to allow for proper air circula- 
tion.

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Sailors Still Can’t Skim Haggetts 


Sailors were run aground - - 
again - - Monday night in their 
quest to use Haggetts pond for 
recreational use, with only a 
whisp of a breeze that they may 
one day navigate over the 
town’s reservoir. 

Based on strong opposition by 
Public Works Director Robert 
E. McQuade, concurred in by 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and Recreation Director 
Gary Ralph, the selectmen fail- 
ed to open up the pond to a re- 
quest for its use for sailboating 
and canoeing, the selectmen ap- 
proved a continued ban on such 
use of the facility. 

But, Chairman Milton 
Greenberg of the selectmen 
asked McQuade, Austin and 
Ralph to look into the matter 
over the winter months and to 
determine if the health and 
safety of the reservoir is so en- 
dangered by possible pollution 
then possibly all boating should 
be eliminated. 

Presently, row boats are 
allowed to use the pond, provid- 
ed they are owned by Andover 
residents who also possess a 
fishing license. 

Selectman Alan F. French, 
an advocate of use of the pond 
for sailboating and canoeing, 
said he felt the recreation 
department should present a 
strong case for such use of the 
pond, supplying arguments for 
as strong as those presented 
against by the public works 
department. 

McQuade informed the 
selectmen that his opposition 
was based on the theory that 
preventive maintenance is the 
safest and most economical 
method of protecting the town’s 
water supply. 

The DPW director presented 
documents from the state 
health department and the At- 
torney General’s office suppor- 
ting the ban on the recreational 
use of the pond. 

McQuade informed the board 
that the row boats now allowed 
to use Haggetts were doing so 
because they had been allowed 
in the past, prior to his appoint- 
ment. He said they are allowed

Prime reason for the prohibi- 
tion of boating is the possible 
pollution effects on the pond. 
He noted that in New 
Hampshire, allowing of boating 
on public drinking supplies had 
lead to disease in some cases. 

He recommended the preven- 
tive maintenance measure aS 
the means to preventing 
problems before they occur. 

Several persons spoke in 
favor of boating on the pond, in- 
cluding Arthur Pearson, James 
Christopher, James Prout and 
Howard Coburn. 

They concurred with Select- 
man French’s contention that 
the pond is an adequate facility 
and should be permitted for 
recreational use. 

They noted that in order to 
use their sail boats, required 
travelling long distances to find 
ponds suitable for such use. 
Also presented was the fact 
that fear of pollution seemed a 
poor argument in view of an- 
nounced use of Merrimack 
River water to augment An- 
dover’s supply. Also noted was 
the fact that Lake 
Cochichewick in North Andover 
was used for boating, and that 


the lake was also the town’s 
water supply. 

McQuade responded that the 
Merrimack water is treated to 
be bacteria-free before being 
placed in the pond and also that 
North Andover had been 
notified by state authorities 
that the recreational use of 
their lake is to be prohibited. 

Gary Ralph, recreation direc- 
tor outlined the work of his 
committee in studying the 
possible use of Haggetts to 
meet a need for the townspeo- 
ple in the recreation program. 
He said that he and the com- 
mittee had been convinced by 


McQuade’s documentation of - 


the dangers of such practice 
and did not pursue the possible 
use any further. 


Russell G. Doyle, whose ~ 


residence boarders the pond, 
asked the selectmen and 
manager to police the area, 
providing pictures of the debris 
around Haggetts. 

Chairman Greenberg said he 
felt this matter should be taken 
care of, and Town Manager 
Austin replied that this and 
other problems debris at public 
parks would be taken care of 


and presented to the board for 
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action. 

Other problems relating to 
use of the pond by boaters were 
also presented, such as parking, 
the need for a boat ramp, and 
the trash and debris which 
could be left after such activity 
took place. 

In the summation, Selectman 
George BE. Heseltine, who had 
been an advocate of 
recreational use of the facility, 
announced that he now agreed 
with DPW Director McQuade 
that the pond should remain 
free from boating. 

Selectman Edmund Sullivan 
and Janet Lake also agreed.

Selectman French predicted 
that unauthorized use of the 
pond would continue and felt it 
was too bad that this would be 
the case. French still wanted to 
see further study made of the 
matter. 

Chairman Greenberg con- 
cluded that the policing of the 
pond area should be a matter of 
concern and attacked as a 
separate issue. As for the 
health and safety of the drink- 
ing water supply, he felt further 
study should take place over the 
winter, and if it is a matter of 
such concern then all boating 
should be banned.

WASHINGTON -- Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger’s latest 
foray into the Middle East was a 
faultless performance. 

He was his usual cool, con- 
vivial self, wheeling and dealing 
in the world’s worst hot spot. He 
kissed the Arabs, embraced the 


Jews, and smiled for the 
cameras. 
Despite a schedule that would 


exhaust a normal man, he was 
always ready with a quiet word, 
a quick joke, a clever rejoinder. 

It was Kissinger diplomacy at 
its best. 

Few members of his world- 
wide audience realized that 
beneath the suave exterior, 
there is a Henry Kissinger 
nobody knows. 

Kissinger’s closest associates 
describe him as a brilliant but 
domineering man, given to a 
wide range of emotions. When 
his Middle East shuttle 
diplomacy broke down last 
March, according to intimates, 
he broke down and wept. 

Sometimes, when he is tired 
and his nerves are frayed, his 
temper erupts like a volcano. 
His face reddens, his German 
accent thickens, and the exple- 
tives flow like lava. 

On rare occasions, intimates 
have told us, he actually flings 
objects at the subject of his 
scorn. One former aide claimed 
Kissinger once threw a book at

Instead, reporters bom- 
barded him with questions about 
his role in the wiretapping of his 
former aides. 

A stung, angry Kissinger de- 
nounced the “innuendos” that 
were being hurled at him. If the 
wiretap controversy was not 
cleared up soon, he threatened, 
“I will resign.” 

It was the only fleeting 
glimpse the world has ever got- 
ten of the man behind the mask.

His petroleum policy has sent 
gas prices at the pump up five 
cents per gallon in the past few 
weeks. And the Soviet purchases 
have sent wheat prices soaring. 
The effect is sure to be felt at the © 
supermarket. 

As gas and food prices have 
gone up, President Ford's 
popularity has gone down in the 
opinion polls. This is a coinci- 
dence that has not gone un- 
noticed by Ford's advisers. 

Prince-In-Waiting: For 
five years, Cambodia's Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk has been a 
ruler without a country. Now the 
Communists supposedly have 
captured his country back for 
him. The Prince is preparing for 
a triumphant return. 

Secret intelligence reports 
claim, however, that the Cambo- 
dian Communists don’t want the 
Prince meddling with their new 
government. 

This would be embarrassing 
for the Chinese Communists, 
who have recognized Prince 
Sihanouk’s government-in-exile. 
So in return for Chinese aid, ac- 
cording to the intelligence re- 
ports, the Prince will be permit- 
ted to come home for a 
ceremonial appearance. 

Then he will be allowed to 
speak for Cambodia at the 
United Nations. It will be a hit- 
and-run speech, without any of 
the usual backroom diplomacy.

Should The Town Be 
A Land Baron? 


The question of acquisition of certain acreage around 
the Andover Country Club remains a subject for con- 
sideration by the selectmen. At its meeting this week, 
the board casually discussed the possibility of acquiring 
the land offered by the country club to the town. No 
firm action was taken as to what direction the board 
should take in the matter, however. 


Chairman Milton Greenberg expressed some con- 
cerns about the town’s jumping at the opportunity to 
acquire land as it becomes available. He felt that quite 
possibly an overall land-use plan should be developed to 
examine where and when town funds should be provided 
to purchase property. 

The question in our mind, concerning not only the 
country club property, but acquisition of any major land 


In the five years since the report was issued, we 
would estimate the’ figure to represent well over one- 
quarter of the acreage in the town. 

We have nothing against conservation and the preser- 
vation of open space. It is a noble venture for towns and 
cities to keep in mind. 

But, we can also see a need for allowing for continued 
growth of the town as well. 

Conservation land, once acquired, thus results in the 
elimination of some taxable property from the town 
roles. 

Andover will continue to grow. There is every indica- 
tion of this in the monthly building figures. While other 
communities show a decrease in new construction, An- 
dover continues to be a popular address.

The Board of Health of the Town of Andover, acting under the 
authority of Section 31 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws and

H. Lot Grading 
A detailed individual lot grading plan shall be submitted for 
review and approval on all lots on Subsurface Sewage Disposal 
Systems or on Town Sewer.

1b. existing and finish grades at all corners of the structure.

A questionnaire asking 
parents if they would choose a 
traditional classroom situation 
for their youngsters - - if 
offered as a pilot program - - 
will be going out to parents this 
month. 

If a sufficient number res- 
pond, pilots could be set up in 
the last half of the current 
school year. 

The committee chose by a 3-1 
vote, Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott’s revision of a 
questionnaire submitted by 
traditionalist parents. 

While Westcott insisted that 
all of the words in his question- 
naire were also included in the 
one submitted by Mrs. Ethel 
Howard and other parents, a 
lengthy letter read by Mrs. 
Howard charged that he had 
deleted ‘“‘much descriptive in- 
formation that the parents felt 
was essential... without any 
consultation with the parents.”’ 

She said the changes ‘‘seem 
to serve no logical pur- 
pose... but do tend to thwart 
the parents’ efforts through 
evasiveness and lack of candor 
in describing the traditional 
program articulately.’’ 

The questionnaire controver- 
sy began in June, after the 
school committee defeated 2-2 
one which had been drawn up by 
parents working with Westcott. 

The main objection then was 
that the questionnaire com- 
pared the traditional and open 
classroom approaches and that 
the time frame was too short. 
They had hoped to have the sur-

Cnairman Frank Griggs, 
however, said there would be 
some overlapping in the 
descriptions of any two school 
instructional alternatives. 

The questionnaire defines the 
traditional alternative as basic 
subjects that are primarily 
teacher - directed, with prac- 
tice and drill, and textbooks 
that can be taken home. 

Minimum standards are eS- 
tablished for all grades and all 
basic courses, and students

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Increased Rail 
Service Depends 
On Cost Factors 


A possible increase in 
passenger train service to An- 
dover will be discussed again at 
the next meeting of the 
selectmen, at which time some 
firmer figures of possible cost 
of the town subsidy will be 
available. 

This was the result of a 
meeting Monday night between 
the selectmen, members of the 
Andover Rail committee and 
the MBTA which operates the 
train. 

Roger H. Lewis, of the An- 
dover Rail Committee (ARC) 
presented the selectmen with a 
plan to provide the town with 
four trains per day, along with 
alternates. The plan would 
provide the service at a cost 
slightly above the town ap- 
propriation of $18,500, based on 
estimated patronage of the ser- 
vice. 

Lewis said the plan to provide 
Andover with two peak hour 
trains and two off-peak com- 
muter trains to and from 
Boston, would not conflict with 
current bus schedules. 

He noted that the plan was 
based on the promise to town 
meeting in the spring that the 
local committee would work 
with MBTA officials in coming 
up with additional service to the 
town. 

The service could not begin 
much before November, 
although the figures presented 
were based on commencing the 
new schedule in October. 

Lewis explained that in order 
to begin such a schedule, ap- 
proval would have to be ob- 


tained from the cities of 
Lawrence and Haverhill which 
would also be served by the in- 
creased rail service. 

Failure of the two com- 
munities to participate would, 
of course, increase Andover’s 
share of the cost. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
of the selectmen expressed con- 
cern over the deficit figures and 
the actual amount the town 
would have to pay. 

He explained that as 
stewards of the town meeting 
appropriation, the board would 
be reluctant to commit the 
community to more than was 
available. 

Still awaited is the action of 
the legislature on the sub- 
sidizing of rail service. Rep. 
Gerald Cohen informed the 
board that the bill had passed 
the House Committee on 
Transportation this week and 
now faced action by the Ways 
and Means committee. 

Rep. Cohen estimated that 
while approval is anticipated, 


action probably would not be 
forthcoming until December 
and possibly not until after the 
new year. 

Lewis said that his com- 
mittee would promote the in- 
creased service in the hope of 
continuing and improving train 
service to the area. He said he 
and MBTA officials were confi- 
dent that the increased 
ridership would satisfy the 
financial commitements. 

Richard W. Glynn of the 
MBTA was unable to present 
firm cost figures of the in- 
creased service and best es- 
timates. He said the variables 
are difficult to determine, but 
that possibly some better es- 
timates could be made. 

Glynn informed the board 
that the cost of service for the 
first six months of this year 
would be up. The line has to 
recoup a $900,000 loss created 
by a new fare schedule which is 
expected to be offset by a new 
fare schedule to be put into 
effect in October.

Strawbery Banke has a 
craftsman who is practicing a 
virtually extinct skill - - the mak- 
ing of traditional salt-glazed 
stoneware pottery. 

Jerry Beaumont, 24, joined the 
small crafts community within 
the 10-acre historic preservation 
site in the spring, bringing with 
him all his own equipment, in- 
cluding the plans for a kiln he had 
designed and would build by hand 
in the yard behind his shop. 

“T started collecting old pots 
during college,” Jerry said. ‘I 
was fascinated by the history and 
process of folk art, and I wanted 
to continue the tradition and 
revive the craftsmanship that I 
admired.” 

The Beaumont Heritage 
Pottery, as it is called, is a one- 
man (plus one young, ‘‘inden- 
tured apprectice’’) operation, 
producing a wide assortment of 
crocks, mugs, planters, jugs, 
bean pots, pitchers and other 
items of traditional design. 

Beaumont styles himself after 
the hardworking makers of 
utilitarian pottery who flourished 
during the 19th century in 
America, carrying on the craft of 
pottery-making as it was done in 
Europe. In the days before 
refrigeration and mass-produced 
glass were available, salt beef 
and pork, pickles, butter - - in 
fact almost all foodstuffs and 
potables - - were put into 
crockery for safekeeping. The 
salt-glaze (really glass) on the 
pots provided an impervious sur- 
face, making them ideal for 
stor ge. 

Jerry has delved into all 
aspects of pottery - - its history, 
its chemistry, its aesthetics. 
Three years of research and ex- 
perimentation went into the 
development of a clay that 
emulates that used by early 
craftsmen. The old clay sites are 
now used only for industrial pur- 
poses, but by analyzing shards 
from old pots he was able to 
deduce the chemical compound 
of the clay and reproduce it by 
mixing three types of available 
clay together. 

The raw clay is mixed with 
water, stored in a bin to age, 
mixed in a pug mill until it is the 
right consistency, then thrown on 
the wheel. The formed pots are 
set on drying shelves for a period 
of four days. This ‘‘greenware”’ 
is then decorated with a brushed- 
on or slip-trailed design in cobalt- 


oxide, which fires to a deep blue 
in the kiln (the pottery itself fires 
gray). The firing process re- 
quires several days. The pots are 
stacked in the kiln and the 
temperature is brought up to 2300 
degrees, at which point ordinary 
table salt is thrown in. The salt 
vaporizes and combines with the 
clay to form a surface of glass. 

‘When the kiln door is opened 
there are always some sur- 
prises,’ Jerry observed. The 
wide variations in glazing effects 
include a pebbly surface called 
“orange peel.” 

Stoneware from Europe was 
used in America from the days of 
the earliest settlements, but did 
not come into widespread 
manufacture in this country until 
the late 18th century. Country 
potters worked in the folk tradi- 
tion, making wares that large 
numbers of people needed for 
daily use, keeping forms the 
same from generation to genera- 
tion, while allowing themselves 
the freedom to .incise or paint 
winsome birds, flowers, fish, and 
scenes on the surfaces of their 
pots. Today, the makers’ marks 
and decorations on the old pots 
hold great fascination for collec- 
tors. 

The demise of salt-glazed 
stoneware as a viable industry 
was brought about by im- 
provements in canning and pack- 
ing procedures. Even though the 
potters made an effort to com- 
pete with other mass-produced 
containers by simplifying shapes 
to a basic cylinder for speedy 
production, by the turn of the 
century the craft no longer 
offered a practical means of 
livelihood. Nor was it the ‘fant?’ 
that it had once been when in- 
dividual potters took pride and 
delight in their creations. 

Beaumont studied pottery at 
the New York State College of 
Ceramics at Alfred, and has 
taught in various places, in- 
cluding Stonybrook University 
and the Usdan Center for the 
Performing and Creative Arts on 
Long Island. He operated a 
wholesale business from a farm 
in Alfred, and began to specialize 
in the salt-glaze technique. As far 
as he can tell from extensive in- 
quiries and reading, he is the only 
potter north of Virginia now 
making traditional salt-glaze 
ware. He is also interested in 
making ‘trpedware’’ or 
earthenware pottery. Much more

fragile than stoneware, early 
pieces or redware are extremely 
valuable and sought-after. 

Jerry has signed a three-year 
contract with Strawbery Banke 
and is the first craftsman to have 
living quarters, workspace, and 
shop all together in one of the 
Banke’s old houses. He, his wife, 
and young daughter live in the 
Hutchins House (circa 1810), 
which was renovated before their 
arrival, with modern im- 
provements made in such a way 
as to leave the original structure } 
of the house intact and unchang- 
ed. 

This kind of adaptive 
~shabilitation is what Strawbery 
Banke will be turning to in the 
futwe, having decided that the 
image of a static museum village 
is not feasible for them. In time, 
the Banke hopes to turn more of 
its holdings into workable, 
livable buildings - - an exciting 
prospect for a historic communi- 
ty that was once the busy center 
of sea-going trade and its related 
occupations. 

The Strawbery Banke Boat 
Shop is a direct link with the 
boat-building tradition of 
Portsmouth’s past, where 
visitors may watch boats being 
hand built by a master boat- 
builder and his apprentices, and 
customers may order several 
styles of dories and skiffs. 

Other craftsmen include Rob 
Neumer, leatherworker; Anita 
Rosencrantz, weaver; Michael 
Dunbar, Windsor charimaker, 
Peter Happny, blacksmith; and 
Nathalie Goss Turner, Anne 
Weber, and John Robak, artists 
sharing a studio and specializing 
in portraiture (in both contem- 
pory and period styles) and in 
paintings, drawings and prints of 
New England houses and scenes. 

These craftsmen are in 
business for themselves, selling 
directly out of their shops or 
working on special orders on a 
commission basis. Many of the 
shops remain open for business 
all winter, when the ‘*museum’”’ 
part of Strawbery Banke is clos- | 
ed. The thing the craftsmen have 
in common is the mastery of 
traditional techniques that allow 
them to make handsome goods of 
high quality and design. Life can 
be hectic with thousands of 
tourists looking over your 
shoulder, but being an indepen- 
dent designer - craftsman has its 
rewards.

There are, of course, 
secondary fungi, which means 
that a fungus often takes over 
after the tree has gone into

The Museum of Fine Arts has 
mounted a special summer ex- 
hibition focusing on the dramatic 
painting ‘‘Watson and the 
Shark.’’ John Singleton Copley’s 
pictorial account of a struggling 
swimmer threatened by a wide- 
mouthed shark is the highlight of 
a special installation in the 
MFA’s ‘“‘Stone Room.’’ 

‘‘Watson and the Shark’’ 
recounts an actual incident in the 
life of the wealthy British 
merchant and politician Brook 
Watson. It vividly documents the 
14-year-old Watson’s attack by a 
shark in Havana Harbor. When 
first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1778, it was con- 
sidered a sensational and daring 
painting: After attacking the 
floundering swimmer, the shark 
was repelled by the boathook 
depicted in the scene. 

Watson later commissioned 
Copley, an American painter 
recently arrived in London, to 
paint this incident from_his 
youth. Copley’s painting of 1778 is 
an heroic representation of a con- 
temporary event - - a type of 
painting popularized by his 
American contemporary also 
working in London, Benjamin 
West. 

Also included in the exhibition 
are related paintings, 
preparatory drawings, and fur- 
niture of the period linking 
Copley’s painting to Classical 
prototypes and subsequent 
Romantic trends of the 19th cen- 
tury.
